The present invention sets out to make available a method for reducing noise in an 
image sequence. This method can be implemented in an acquisition device such as a digital 
video camera or the like. The aim of this invention is attained with a method for filtering a 
sequence of digital images in CFA format.-

30 June 2009 and the notice of appeal filed 03 August 2009 has been expressly withdrawn. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 1-20 are allowed. The claims have been renumbered. 
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4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
references fail to teach or suggest at least "an improved first video image, selection of a pixel 
and spatiaiiy adjacent pixels from a second video image, and selection of corresponding 
homologous pixels from the improved first video image on which to carry out a digital filtering. 
Therefore, the claims as presented are allowed.
